There was a tugboat captain 
there whocame from Smith's native 
place, Sherwood, One day the editor 
foundin a paper sent to him from his 
old home an extract from a letter that 
the tugboat captain had sent home, and 
which, because of the glowing account 
it gave of the writer's success, got into 
printas an instance of what push wonld 
do inthe far west. The tugboat cap 
tain refeared to himself as the captain 
of ‘a large steamer,” and so exayyerat- 
ed his position in life that he appeared 
to be one of the magnates of the town. 
Smith, ina spirit of fun, reprinted the 
article without comment. i 

Soon after its publication a sound of 
heavy feetwas heard rushing up the 
stairs to the editorial rooms of the pa- 
per. The excited tugboat captain dash- 
ed in and inquired for Editor Smith, 
He hadn't come down vet, the boy said.

No matter how good the bulk of 
the wheat is, if it is mixed with inferior | 
or ‘doctored’ wheat it is bound to fall to) 
a low level. The fault is not, it is claimed 
by prominent Canadian grain dealers, 
with the standards, as some people are 
disposed to think. They are, according 
to those who chose them, fully as high 
as those of Duluth, and they are high 
enough for all reasonable purposes. To | 
make them higher would to be to shut 
out a good deal of good wheat, The 
only remedy isto puta stop to the mix- 
ing, and this can easily be done if the, 
government would take the thing in| 
hand. Ae was pointed out last week, 
the wheat should be inspected ‘ out,’ as 
it is inspected ‘in.’ On_ the back | 
of every certificate issued from Dulnth 
there is marked the exact quantity of | 
each grade of wheat, and on this the | 

jurchaser can rely on what he is getting. | 
n Port Arthur the load is made up ofa 
quantity of No. 1 and No. 2, and the in- 
spector is called down to give his certifi- 
cate.

TO PREVENT STRIFE, 


Proposed Law to Regulate the Railway 
Labor. 


Sidney C. Eastinan.a prominent Chi- 
cago lawyer, has drafted a bill to be pre- 
sented to congress at its next seasion. 
which will go far to terminate the ceaseless 
strife between railroad companies and 
their emploves. The bill takes the form 
of amendetory clauses to the clanse en- 
titled “An act to regulate commerce,” 
which was approved Feb. 4, ISS7. The 
chief provision is for the licensing of 
men employed in the more important 
branches of the railway service, and pro- 
vides a heavy monetary penalty for the 
companies that give work to an employe 
without a government license. Other 
provisions of the bill deal with the ques- 
tion of the duration of contract between 
men and emplovere, the settlement of 
certain classes of disputes, and the pen- 
alties attached to the disobedience of the 
provisions of the proposed act. Copies 
of the bill have been mailed to em- 
ployers and employes, and a few of the 
recipients have written to Mr. Eastman 
viving their views on the subject. Mr. 
Eastman says that his object is simply 
that of a citizen who has the welfare of 
the entire people in mind. He is not 
connected with any organization or rail- 
wav corporation. He thinks the bill 
will better the service and the pay of em- 
ployes.

There | 
are the reckless, too, more of them than 
of any other. they have dashed a sus- 
picion of powder on their noses, they 
have drawn a rim of barnt match black 
under their dull eyes to bring out the 
belladonna brillianey, a fair accompani- 
ment to their forced smile; they have 
tightened the:nselves in at the waist to 
bring more 1 evidence the lines of 
the hips and bust, and then have started 
forth for conquest. 

Up on the stage women in ball dress 
es, pretty, unfunny, with cracked voices, 
sing languishing ditties, accompanied 
by suggestive gestures or dashy songs 
out of tune.

orchestra, they execute pirouettes, their 
skirts lifted boldly, their stockings dis- | 
played against a fluff of lacy tissue. 

‘Lolotte.” from the little theatre 
around the corner, comes on and dances 
her pas seul. Her toes are brought to 
gether, then her heels, then in a light- 
ning flash she stretches wide apart, and, 
with a kick which takes into itscircum 
ference a space as big as a mill wheel. 
we have mademoiselle seated before us 
breathless, laughing, her body upright. 
her limbs measuring several yards from 
toe totoe. From time to time adebut 
ante puts in her bid for favor, and some- 
times she is really young and fair. The 
management knows its world and offers 
youth and beauty, and sometimes talent 
So, her long lashes drooping over her | 
cheeks in simulated modesty, her cheek 
dimpling and flushing—fer the young 
blood has not yet grown stale, and the | 
curves have still to be lined into wrin 
kles—this new translation of maiden- 
hood faces the footlights with a smile.
